LONDON,  Feb.  20  (INS) 
Reliable  sources  In  London 
reported  tonight  that  the 
United.  States  Government 
has  suspended  an  agreement 
for  the  exchange  of  Ameii- 
can-BrlUsh  atomic  informa* 
tlon  as  a result  of  the  sen* 
aatlonal  Klaus  Fuclis  affair. 

(In  Washington  U was  stated  that 
•IZKe  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  cam* 
into  force  only  declassified  Infor* 
matlon  his  been  excbsogrd  with 
Britain  and  Canada.  Under  the  Me* 
Mahon  Act  the  United  States  Is 
prohibited  from  exchanging  restrict- 
ed InformsUon  until  sdequste  in* 
temsUonal  controls  over  stomle 
weapons  sre  obtained.) 

It  could  not  be  definitely  ascer- 
tained whether  the  reported  ban 
also  applies  to  the  exchange  of  In- 
formation with  Canada,  but  the 
International  News  Service  inform- 
anu  indicated  such  might  be  the 
case. 

The  report  Indicated  the  United 
States  may  be  planning  to  proceed 
alone  with  the  developmeot  of  the 
hydrogen  bomb,  heeplng  alt  tnfor- 
nutloa  concerning  thst  weapon  to 
Itself. 

It  Is  assumed  In  reliable  circles 
that  the  reported  decision  to  sus- 
pend the  three-power  exchange  In- 
formation agreement  as  It  applies  to 
Britain  is  based  on  the  uncertainty 
ever  whether  Fuchs  had  any  asso- 
ciates who  sUU  may  be  In  a posi- 
tion to  obtain  tnformaUon.

BUDAPEST.  Feb.  20  (INS).— The 
Hungarian  prosecution  demanded 
to(^y  the  ’’gravest  punishment  under 
the  circumstances*  — theoretically 
death  for  Robert  A.  Vogeler.  a Briton 
and  five  Hungarian  co-defendanU 
en  trial  for  espionage  and  sabotage. 

But  oheervers  believe  that  only 
two  of  the  Hungarian  defendants 
Will  be  subjected  to  the  death 
penalty  and  Vogeler  and  the  others 
wlU  receive  prison  terms  ranging 
from  ten  to  IS  years  If  convicted. 

This  belief  was  based  on  the  fact 
that  Vogeler  and  the  Briton  as ' 
foreigners  are  not  subject  to  the 
ireaeon  charge  made  by  the  prose- 
cution. along  with  the  mlUgaUng 
eircumitances  and  milder  languaga 
used  in  the  proeecutor’s  summation 
In  their  case.

Despite  the  confident  assertion  of 
some  self  - styled  sccfcl-lntclllgence 
services,  there  remains  some  reason  to 
doubt  that  any  nation  in  the  world  has  yet 
produced  a hydrogen  bomb  or  even  can  do 
so  in  the  near  future,  pifflcultles  greater  by 
far  than  were  met  and  overcome  in  connec- 
tion with  the  making  of  the  first  atomic 
bomb  attend  the  transmutation  of  hydrogen 
into  helium  by  fusion.  As  a reputable  ob- 
server put  it  recently,  the  hydrogen  bomb 
is  "not  yet  a reality,  but  only  a possibility.'’ 
It  is  a case  where  the  Ih/ory  Is  well  known 
and  has  been  for  a long  lime,  but  the  prac* 
tlce  Involves  means  which  arc  not  yet  be- 
lieved to  be  available  to  mankind. 

Vladimir  Kaempffert.  the  science  corres- 
pondent of  The  New  York  Times  who  has 
been  reporting  scientific  events  for  almost 
a lifetime,  recently  gave  in  tho.«;e  columns 
his  reasons  for  bciievlng  that  nobody  even 
"has"  the  hydrogen  bomb  as  yet.  much  less 
has  set  one  off  He  jxiints  out  some  of  the 


difficulties  facing  such  an  undertaking. 
Heat  which  only  nuclear  fission  will  produce 
on  this  planet  will  be  needed  for  the  trans- 
mutation of  hydrogen  Into  helium.  One.  at 
least,  of  the  theoretical  Ingredients  of  a 
hydrogen  bomb  must  be  kept  at  absolute 
*ero,  a temperature  not  readily  achieved  by 
man.  The  hydrogen,  says  Mr.  Kaempffert, 
will  evaporate  quickly,  and  no  such  bombs 
can  be  stock-piled  or  stored;  but,  rather, 
they  will  be  as  "dated"  as  coffee.  Finally, 
the  tamping  or  wadding  between  uranium 
and  hydrogen  charges  will  need  to  be  of 
some  material  which  has  not  yet  been 
found. 

Leaving  out  other  technical  difficulties, 
and  there  are  many,  this  would  seem  to  be 
enough  to  knock  out  the  claim  that  any  In- 
dividual or  nation  has  yet  exploded  a hydro- 
gen bomb,  or  has  even  seen  one  except  upon 
paper.  So  there  Is  breathing  time,  sccrel-ln- 
telligence  services  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.

MOR^  than  two  hundred  thousand 
owners  of  motor  vehicles  In  British 
Columbia  now  replacing  expired 
licence  plates  may  have  their  irritation 
salved  somewhat  by  reports  that  they  will 
be  relieved  of  the  chore  next  year.  If  the 
reports  are  confirmed  by  amendment  to  the 
statute  during  the  current  aesekm  of  the 
Legislature,  car  registration  numbers  now 
being  issued  will  be  valid  for  two  years,  and 
new  plates  thereafter  will  not  have  to  be  re- 
placed for  five  years. 

Such  a change  tn  {)oltcy  will  make  British 
Columbia  the  first  province  in  Canada  to  in- 
troduce a system  of  long-term  licence  plates 
that  several  of  the  United  States  have  had 
In  force  for  some  years  and  that  have  been 
advocated  here  in  recent  years.  The  plan 
seems  to  have  everything  to  commend  it. 


Records  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Office  should 
be  simplified  substantially,  with  consequent 
saving  in  administrative  cost.  Over  a period 
of  five  years  there  will  be  a saving  of  several 
hundred  tons  of  steel  which,  besides  bt*lng 
high  in  price,  is  nearly  always  in  short 
supply.  From  the  motorist’s  point  of  view 
it  Ahould  not  take  as  long  to  renew  the 
licence  at  the  office  wicket;  plates  once  af- 
fixed will  not  have  to  be  removed  again  for 
five  years,  and  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary 
to  memorize  new  numbers  every  twelve 
months. 

It  seems  a pity  that  action  along  the  lines 
now  contemplated  could  not  have  been 
taken  long  ago.  The  throwing  away  every 
February  of  hundreds  of  tons  of  steel  plates 
with  years  of  life  in  them  has  been  a waste- 
ful procedure.

WASHINGTON. — More  than  100 
dangerous  subversive  aliens 
from  Ruula  and  other  Iron  Curtain 
countries  are  running  around  loose  In 
the  United  States  today. 

They  are  part  of  the  3,500  aliens 
who  have  been  sentenced  to  be  de- 
ported back  to  Russia  and  Eastern 
Europe  but  whom  the  United  States 
cannot  get  rid  of  because  their  own 
countries  won't  accept  them. 

Many  of  them,  sajrs  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Naturalization  and  Immi- 
gration, not  only  are  members  of  sub- 
versive organizaUons  but  are  proved 
criminals.  "There  Is  no  way  that 
I know  of  getting  rid  of  them."  says 
United  States  naturalization  commis- 
sioner Watson  B.  Miller. 

He  says  the  Immigration  Service  Is 
trying  to  keep  track  of  them,  but  there 
Is  nothing  the  Government  can  do  be- 
cause It  cannot  iibtain  travel  docu- 
ments for  them  from  their  teapecUve 
countries. 

‘"The  majority  are  Russian  cases." 
adds  Assistant  Commissioner  W.  P. 
Kelly.  The  others  come  from  Poland, 
Hungary,  Czecho-Slovakla  and  the 
Baltic  States. 

AU  of  them  are  "at  large."  he  ex- 
plains, free  to  go  where  they  please 
and  mix  unrestrictedly  with  American 
elUzens  until  such  time  as  they  can 
be  deported. 

The  chances,  however,  are  they 
never  will  be  deported  because,  as 


Kelly  explains,  "Without  travel  docu- 
ments no  steamship  company  wlU 
accept  them  as  passengers  If  they  can- 
not land  them.’’ 

* * * 

The  best  the  ImmlgraUon  servica 
can  do  is  seek  legislation,  nbw  pending 
in  Congress,  which  would  empower 
immigration  ofllcioU  to  keep  them 
under  surveillance.  At  the  present 
time,  the  Federal  Government  does 
not  even  have  the  authority  to  detain 
them  but  must  parole  them  or  free 
them  on  nominal  $500  or  91.000  bonds. 

Only  flVe  of  the  100  subversive  aliens 
are  out  on  bonds  In  excess  of  those 
amounts.  Tlie  higher  bonds  are  of 
$2,000,  $3,500  to  $5,000.  'The  highest 
bonds,  of  $5,000  each,  are  posted  by  a 
Russian  woman  living  on  fashionable 
Central  Pork  West.  New  York  city,  and 
a Greek  alien  living  at  a Brooklyn 
address  in  New  York. 

Most  of  the  others  also  live  In  New 
York  city,  but  many  have  set  up  resi- 
dences In  Los  Angeles.  San  Francisco 
and  a few  in  Chicago.  The  rest  are 
scattered  from  Cleveland  to  Miami. 

The  ImmlgraUon  Service  says  all  of 
them  have  subversive  records  either  of 
being  former  members  of  proscribed 
organioaUons  or  of  advocating  the 
overthrow  of  the  United  Stales  Gov- 
ernment by  force  and  violence. 

Commissioner  Miller  adds  that  tome 
of  them  "seem  to  be  pretty  well  fixed 
with  money  and  that  sort  of  thing." 
But  the  Government  is  stymied  in  get- 
ting rid  of  them. 


Tim  Buck  Celebrates

The  Communist  Party  of  Canada 
has  Just  celebrated,  with  no  UtUe 
exuberance,  the  twenUeth  anniversary 
of  Mr.  Tim  Buck's  advent  to  the  party 
leadership.  Part  of  the  celebration  is 
the  starUng  of  a correspondence 
course  in  Marxism,  to  begin  next 
month.  In  six  monthly  lessons  for  two 
dollars,  with  Stanley  Ryerson's  new 
edition  of  "World  To  Win"  thrown  In. 
There  will  be  "quesUona,  tests,  explan- 
ations of  diffleuit  terms,  and  personal 
help  and  advice,"  which  sounds  like 
very  good  value  for  the  money. 

It  seems  a pity  that  in  a country 
where  It  is  poMlble  to  get  cheap  and 
(airly  competent  instruction  In  Com- 
munism. Douglasism.  Social  Democ- 
racy and  half-a-doxen  other  substi- 
tutes for  free  enterprise,  there  should 
be  no  demand  (or  Instryctlon  In  tha 
phllooophy  and  workings  of  the  system 
which  is  actually  in  operaUon.  It  la 
a system  which  has  certain  merllo, 
notably  the  amount  of  freedom  which 
It  allows  to  lU  praetlUoners.  If  in 
the  next  twenty  years  Mr.  Tim  Buck 


were  to  attain  power  in  Canada,  we 
cannot  quite  conceive  that  the  sur- 
viving tellevers  in  free  enterprise 
would  be  permitted  to  use  the  malls 
of  the  Canadian  Socialist  Soviet  Re- 
public to  give  instruction  in  capitalism 
05  Mr.  Buck's  followers  now  use  His 
Majesty’s  malls  to  give  Instruction  in 
Communism. 

Meanwhile,  however.  It  U always 
easier  to  get  people  to  study  a Utopia 
than  to  learn  about  the  problems, 
achievements,  strengths,  weaknesses 
and  basic  principles  of  the  system 
under  which  they  live.  The  most 
hopeful  element  In  the  situaUon  Is 
that  Mantl.sm  Is  no  longer  purely  a 
Utopia,  os  it  was  when  Mr.  Buck  be- 
came leader  of  Canada’s  Marxists.  It 
Is  the  actual  working  system  of  several 
hundred  millions  of  human  beings  in 
many  dlfTerent  countries.  And  ths 
(act  that  It  Is  obviously  not  heaven 
upon  earth  Is  the  greatest  difficulty 
that  those  Manl.<tts  have  to  contend 
against,  and  is  becoming  more  of  a 
difficulty  every  year.

SOME  excellent  advice  to  thooe  con- 
templating repairs  to  house  and 
other  property  Is  offered  by  the  To- 
ronto Better  Buslne.M  Bureau.

There  are  lots  of  people  who 
wouldnt  think  of  spending  $35  on 
tome  gadget  without  the  most  careful 
invesUgaUon  of  the  maker  and  dis- 
tributor. Yet  for  eome  queer  reason 
these  same  people  will  give  a blank 
cheque  to  an  unknown  for  subetonllal 
house  repairs.  The  result  Is  oft«n  a 
whopping  bill,  two  or  three  times  the 


size  expected,  and  perhaps  slovenly 
work  that  will  need  early  renewal. 

Two  cases  came  to  the  attenUon  of 
the  writer  within  a single  week.  In 
one  Instance,  a 13-foot  cellar  drain 
cost  exactlj  three  times  the  verbal 
estimate,  although  no  unusual  diffi- 
culties were  encountered.  In  the  other 
on  oavestrough  repairman  asked  and 
received  10%  more  than  his  estimate, 
on  the  plea  that  he  hod  guessed  wrong 
on  materials.  Later  the  house  owner 
discovered  the  trough  a foot  short  at 
each  end  and  the  down  pipe  left  un- 
connected.
